WASHINGTON (BP) — A 
high government official and a 
prominent daily newspaper here 
clashed over federal aid to 
parochial schools. 

Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare Abraham A. 
Ribicoff advocates either tax 
credits or deductions on ex- 
penses of parents who send 
their children to private or 
-~parochial schools. 

The Washington Post on the 
other hand attacked Ribicoff's 
proposal because it would un- 
dermine the basic public school 
system of the nation. 

Ribicoff has explained his 
pian this way. “If a public aid 
bill were to be figured on a 
per-pupil payment to the states 
of $20, then a tax credit of $20 
for parents of private school 
pupils would seem entirely rea- 
sonable.

‘Cooperative Program Gifts 


Increase Over Last Year 


NASHVILLE (BP) — Gifts 
to World Missions through the 
Southern Baptist Cooperative 
Program for the first six mon- 
ths of 1962 increased by $630,- 
172, a half-year report by Trea- 
surer, Porter Routh revealed 
here. 

Southern: Baptists gave $9,- 
276,539 to the Cooperative Pro- 
gram during the first half of 
1962, an increase of 7.29 per 
cent over gifts for the same 
period last year. 

June gifts alone totaled $1,- 
526,449, an increase of 3.89 
per cent or 157,228 over re- 
ceipts for June in 1961, said 
Treasurer Routh. 

Designated receipts for June, 
1962, totaled $667,032 compar- 
ed to $557,228 for June, 1961, 
an increase of $119,804 or 21.50 
per cent. 

Biggest increase in giving 
during the first six months of 
the year was in designated 
gifts to specific Mission causes. 

Southern Baptists tagged $12,- 

549,953 special causes during 
the six month period, an in- 
crease of 11.55 per cen or $1,- 
200,790 over the designated 
gifts of the same period in 
1961, $11,250,163. 

Gifts to the Lottie Moon 
Special Offering for Foreign 
Missions totaled $0,180,247 to 
date, compared to $8,130,709 
for the same period last year.

It is normal 
to expect each branch to be 
jealous of its own powers and 
prerogatives. Much of the tu 
of members of Congress can 
be interpreted in this light. 

Johnny didn’t read: Much of 
the reaction to the Supreme 
Court decision is irrelevant to 
what the court did and said. 
Plainly, many clergymen and 
members of Congress have not 
read the decision. Some have 
obviously relied on the less 
competent newspaper reports.

What Was Decided 

The Supreme Court said that 
prayer ‘‘composed by govern- 
mental officials as a part of a 
governamental program to fur- 
ther religious belief’. is un- 
constitutional. 

The point of the decision is 
that the court: said that the 
Regents’ Prayer in New York 
State was an “official” prayer 
and thus it violates the rights 
of the citizens of New York and 
of the United States under the 
provisions of the first and four- 
teenth amendments. 

The court said -that such an 
“official’’ prayer constitutes 
an establishment of religion, 
thus violating the establish- 
ment clause of the first amend- 
‘ment. Justice Douglas dissent- 


agreeing with the Supreme 
Court. 

Prejudice: Nobody will ad- 
mit but resentment against 
Jews, freethinkers, unitarians, 
and atheists goes a long way 
to explain the negative reac- 
tion of many people against 
the Supreme Court. While it is 
true, and perhaps unfortunate, 
that many of the cases involv- 
ingreligious liberty have been 
initiated by minority and un- 
popular groups, it is not true 
that these groups are imposing 
their views on the majority of 
the American people. 

Basic policies of American 
life should be decided on prin- 
ciple. Reactions to decisions 
should be made on the basis of 
right or wrong rather than on 
prejudice. 

What Was Not Decided 

The. court did not say that 
children cannot pray in the 
public schools. it did not even 
say that classes cannot have 
prayer nor that teachers must 
not refer to God. 


The court did not say that 
Bible reading in the public 
school is unconstitutional. This 
problem will come up in the 
next session of the court. 

“The court did not eliminate 
“God”? from our public life 
and did not rule out references 
to deity in national ceremonies 
and observances. Prayers on

The customary proposals for 
handling this kind of crisis are 
now prevalent. Among the cur- 


rent suggestions the following | 


are most prominent. 

1. Either impeach the Su- 
preme Court Justices, or limit 
their term of office. At present 
their appointments are for life. 

2. Amend the Constitution to 
state specifically that in spite 
of the first amendment it is 
not unconstitutional to have 
prayer and Bible reading in 
the public schools. This pro- 
posal ignores the fact that such 
practices have not been ruled 
out by the court’s decision. 

3. President Kennedy said 
that some will agree with the 
court and others will disagree. 
But as believers in Constitu- 
tional Government we must 
abide by the decision. Respect 
for the orderly processes of 
government must prevail. 

4. Teach the true meaning of 
prayer to our children at home 
and be faithful to the churches. 
President Kennedy said that 


this simple remedy is open to 
every american. He urged the

Baptists Back 
Freedom From 
Gov't Prayer 
WASHINGTON (BP) — A 
denominational leader here 


predicts broad Baptist support 
of the Supreme Court decision 


banning ‘Official’ prayers 
from the nation’s public 
schools. 


C. Emanuel Carlson, Execu- 
tive Director of the Baptist 
Joint Committee on Public Af- 
fairs, observed that many Bap- 
tist ministers probably criti- 
cized the Supreme Court from 
their pulpits following its de- 
cision on the Regents’s Pray- 
er in New York. Most of these 
sermons were based upon an 
inaccurate understanding of 
the decision, he said. 

“The decision involved pray- 
er and freedom,’’ Carlson 
pointed out, -and Baptists be- 
lieve in both.”’ ; 

“Where the mass media in- 
terpreted the case as a deci- 
sion violating the freedom to 
pray,’”’ he continued, ‘‘Baptists 
will react against it. They will 
rige in defense of prayer.”’ 

“As soon as they find out 
this is not the court’s decision 
and that it does not exercise a 
restraint on prayer but a re- 
straint on government involve- 
ment in prayer.’’ Carlson pre- 
dicted, ‘“‘The ministers 
turn around and recognize this 
as a defense of freedom.” 

The Baptist executive said 

that he was pleased with the 
decision and he is amazed 
“That some who are ordinari- 
ly in favor of less government 
are in this case asking for 
government influence on the 
inner man.” - 
_ However, there was a clear 
warning in Carison’s observa- 
tions -he pointed out that the 
c *s clarification of the ‘‘No 
Establishment” clause of the 
First Amendment ‘Must not 
be taken to imply a restriction 
on people’s religious freedom,

COURT DECISION ON PRAYER 


Much misinterpretation and misinformation has been pub- 
lished about the recent Supreme Court decision on “official” :

Prayer Ruling 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (BP) —A| 


Kentucky Baptist group has 
commended the United States 
Supreme Court for its recent 
decision banning *‘official” pray- 
ers in public schools, 

The Executive Board of the 
Long Run Baptist Association 
unanimously expressed “regret 
that gfeat misunderstanding has 
come from thisdecision.” The 
Board’ called efi the public to 
“note carefully the exact nature 
and scope of th¢ court’s ru- 
ling.” 

The Baptist board expressed 
the opinion that the United 
States “has suffered both at 
home and abroad because the 
issu@ has been interpreted as 
anti-religious or atheistic in 
spirit. ' It continued, “we should 
clarify the situation and point 
| out that these damaging results 
have come from misinterpreta- 
tion and not from the action 
of the Supreme Court itself.” 

“The. court went out of its 
way to say that this opinion 
is not anti-religious or opposed 
to the general practice of pray- 
er,” the resolution said. The 
court “addressed itself exclu- 
sively to the role of government 
in defining and demanding a 
religious exercise.”

How do men become sons of 
God” Universalism claims that 
all men are sons of God and 
need only to. claim their son- 
ship. But this is to generalize 
the Biblical teaching. The fact 
is that God is eternally Father 
in His nature. Men are con- 
stituted with the capacity to 
become sons of God not by 
their power but by God's grace. 


God desires all men to become » 


such, But it is possible only 
by a change of nature describ- 
ed as being ‘‘born again” 
(John 3:3). This is made pos- 
‘sible only’ by grace through 
faith (Eph. 2:8-10). ‘But as 
‘many as received him, to them 
gave he power (right, privilege) 
to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on 
his name” (John 1:12). ‘‘Pow- 
er’? means ‘‘out of being.’’ So 
in such an experience God 
imparts His nature or-being to 
those who receive His Son. 
Only these may be called ‘‘sons 
of God" in the true, spiritual 
sense. They become ‘‘children, 
then heirs; heirs of God, and 
joint-heirs with Christ’? (Rom. 
8:17). God is the Creator of all 
men, but He is “‘the Father” 
only to those who have become

The Spanish Ambassador 
spoke to the Press Club using 
broken English. The Baptist 
Press reporter heard the 
speech and reported it in har- 
mony with the Associated Press 
and United Press International.

His correction was sent to 
the Washington Post, promin- 
ent daily nawspaper here. This 
is the complete text to the 
Ambassador's letter: 

Correction 

“In connection with the in- 
formation which appeared on 
June 27 about the address 
which I had the honor to de- 
liver at the National Press Club 
I would greatly appreciate it if 
you would publish the follow- 
ing literal text of my statement 
with regard to the Protestant 
question in Spain. 

“During my speech I spoke 
about the matter as follows: 
‘A new status about: Non-Cath- 
olic religious groups is in pre- 
paration’. 

“The question and answer 
about the same matter went as 
follows: 

“Q. Will the Spanish ever re- 
lax ‘the restrictions on Protes- 
tant churches? 

“A. This is a very interest- 
ing point and I will speak very 
frankly to you. I myself am 
Catholic, but I do recognize 
that we in Spain may have 
committed some errors tow- 
ards Protestants, but we will 
avoid in the future such mis- 
understandings and will give to 
the Protestants the position 
that they have the right to 
have in Spain under Spanish 
laws.”’ 

_ Although this is encouraging 
to Protestant groups in Spain, 
the Ambassador’s statement 
does not indicate as much free- 
dom for Non-Catholic religious 
groups there as his speech and 
answer to questions seemed to 
promise.

His message began with a wail 
of despair, but it closed with a 
beautiful poem of confidence 
that God would deliver his 
people. 

The prevalence and power of 
evil seem to encompass the 
whole world. Will so-called 
Christian nations fall? Will 
God’s judgment mean their 
deliverance or their doom? If 
the free world were to fall, 
does this mean that the mis- 
sion of Christians is hopeless? 
We can learn from Habakkuk 
about the ways of God. 

The Lesson Explained 
Habakkuk’s Complaint (1:1-4) 

The burden of Habakkuk was 
real to the utmost degree. His 
heart cried out because of the 
problem of evil. He saw on 
every hand the iniquity of his 
own people. There was violence 
and strife and lawlessness and 
tyranny. Again and again Ha- 
bakkuk had made his com- 

, Plaint to God. Why would God 
allow such wickedness to go on 
anchecked? God seemed to be 
indifferent. Doubtless Habak- 
‘kuk was also burdened by the 
world situation outside of Ju- 
dah. Egypt and Babylon were 
fighting for world supremacy, 
both godless nations. Those 
were dark days for Judah, 
dark days for the cause of 
rightegusness. The _ prophet 
could not understand the ways 
of God, so that doubt and pes- 
simism enveloped his soul. 
God’s Answer (1:5-6) 

God was not ignorant of the 
waywardness of his people. 
Neither was he impotent to 
execute judgement. He was on 



































on the people of Judah? The 
prophet was dealing with a 
problem that goes beyond hu- 
man understanding. Let it be 
noted, however, that he took 
his complaint to God. He did 
not cry out against God, but 
he cried unto God. 
Our Confidence (2:2-4) 
Habakkuk withdrew to the 
watchtower of prayer. God 
gave him a vision and com- 
manded:him to write it down, 
to write it so plainly that all 
could see and read. In this vi- 
sion there was a fuller revela- 
tion of truth. The Almighty de- 
clared that at the time of his 
own choosing he would inter- 
vene to vindicate righteousness 
and to condemn wichedness. 
God’s time might seem to be 
long in coming. -But it would 
surely come: Habakkuk could 
depend upon that with certain 
confidence. God’s use of the 
Chaldeans would not mean ap- 
proval of their pride and by ty- 
ranny. They would simply be 
the instrument of his righteous 
purpose. Ultimately, the Chal- 
deans would come to ruin. 
They would reap the just con- 
sequences of their own unbe- 
lief and injustice and iniquity. 
Habakkuk learned a_ time- 
less truth: ‘‘The just shall live 
by his faith.”” The truth here 
delcared is that the righteous 
just person, the one who is 
honest and upright and stead- 
fast, will continue to live. In 
the end, his faithfulness will 
be vindicated. This is our con- 
fidence. It rests upon our faith 
in the integrity of God and in 
his infinite holiness, power, 
and wisdom. We can wait for
